Wheat Demand and Supply. 
Indiana, with a population of 1,680,­ 
637 souls, in the year 1870 raised 27,­ 
687,222 bushels of wheat, an amount 
exceeded only by Illinois and Iowa. 
The annual wheat product of the 
United States, according to the census 
of 1870, was 287,743,626 bushels, the 
aggregate population being 38,558,­ 
371. The States which are considered 
the chief exporters of wheat are 
California, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, 
Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis­ 
souri, Nebraska, Ohio, and Wisconsin. 
Though the States on the Atlantic 
seaboard require considerable quanti­ 
ties of wheat from without, the fact 
remains, nevertheless, that these 
States produce in the aggregate a 
large quantity of wheat. The Middle 
States, all except West Virginia, 
bordering on the Atlantic, grow, as 
the figures of tho census of 1870 show, 
43,306,483 bushels of wheat, enough,, 
with economical use, and when sup­ 
plemented witli moderate quantities: 
of corn and rye, to serve for the entire 
population or 1'those States, which foots 
up to 14il58,728. This population, 
however, in fact consumes considera­ 
bly more than this quantity of wheat. 
The New England States are the most 
insignificant in wheat culture. One 
of them, Vermont, can raise wheat 
largely and profitably, and so can 
Northern Maine; but forms of agricul­ 
ture esteemed more remunerative 
prevail in the former State, while the 
wheat region of Northern Maine is as 
yet mainly covered by primeval 
forests. With an aggregate popula­ 
tion in 1870 of 3,496,924 persons, the 
wheat product amounted to 902,693 
bushels for the entire six States. Of 
the Southern States, two at least, 
Kentucky and Tennessee, produce au 
excess of wheat beyond the consump­ 
tion of their population. Leaving out 
the product of these two States, and of 
Virginia, (of old fame us a wheat 
“ aid) ' 
“ ' " 
field) the remainder of the Southern 
States produce of thiH (grain, in the 
aggregate only eight-tenths of a 
bushel to an inhabitant; the popula­ 
tion of the twelve being 10,708,405, and 
the annual wheat product 27,582,398 
bushels. The consumption of wheat 
in those twelve States is much less 
per capita than in the Northern 
States, its place in domestic economy 
being largely and even preferably 
filled by Indian corn.—[Real Estate 
Gazette.

used in mixing , meal and arsenic for 
cows, and liad not been so thoroughly 
cleansed but that a deadly quantity of 
the poison was dislodged by the steam.

Romance of a Convict Girl. 
Ten years ago this month a refined 
and pretty young girl was sent to 
Blackwell’s island for picking the 
pocket of a lady on Broadway. Day 
before yesterday, the same girl, now a 
lovely woman of twenty-four, was con­ 
victed of theft, and sentenced to four 
years hard lobor in the State Prison. 
The story of this unfortunate woman 
is a most interesting one. Born in 
Lexington avenue, of wealthy and re­ 
spectable parents, she nevertheless in­ 
herited that unfortunate temperament 
known as hysterical and emotional. 
When the young girl was convicted 
the first time the mother pleaded hard 
for the misguided daughter, but it was 
hoped that the discipline of two years 
would be of advantage to her, and so 
the sentence was carried into execu­ 
tion. Thoughtless and gay as a child 
she donned the convict’s dress. She 
utterly refused to work and consider­ 
able liberty was given her. Every­ 
body liked her, for she was pretty and 
winning—more like a spoiled child 
than a dangerous woman. To the son 
of the Warden, a tall youth of eiglit- 
teen, she seemed a veritable angel 
witli her soft hands, deep blue eyes 
and her volatile ways, it took him 
about three months to arrive at the 
conclusion that she was the most ad­ 
mirable being that this earth contained 
and six months more to decide that it 
was wrong for such a refined little 
lady to lie kept in such a pliicc. He 
was serving an apprenticeship as gus- 
fltter in New York. He began to neg­ 
lect his work on the plea of illness, 
and to stay upon the island instead of 
going over to the city. It was aston­ 
ishing what an interest he took in all 
that related to the affairs of the prison. 
Never was so grand a chance offered 
for a gallant hero to strike a grand 
blow to captivate his lady. If Pauline 
Desciiappelles had been a convict in­ 
stead of a merchant princess, Claude 
Melnot would not have hail to resort 
to the subterfuge of personifying a 
prince. “ If I get you out, will you 
marry me?” says the Claude of Black­ 
well's Island; and his Pauline re­ 
sponded : “ Yes. you or anybody else; 
only be quick about it.” In broken 
words, caught through gratings or be­ 
hind iron doors the fugitive lovers 
tilanned it. She should get away and 
eave the island alone, remain in New 
York three weeks and then li£ would 
join her. 
A proper opportunity was long in 
presenting itself, but it came at last. 
The Warden had left for a time liis 
son on guard alone. The sister of the 
young man was in her room above; 
she was called down oil some pretext 
and sent to a neighboring building. 
Quick as a flash the pretty jailbird 
dashed up stairs, tore off the convict 
garb and donned the sister’s best suit. 
She did not forget the veil and parasol 
witli which to shield her features, and 
she bad the wit to sober down her 
usual airy gait to the more staid mo­ 
tion of the one into whose shoes she 
stepped. Our Claude was waiting. 
“ Here, I want you to row my sister 
over to New York,” he said to the 
men and they did so. 
It is not known how lie fixed mat­ 
ters with the family, but certain it is 
that three weeks later he promised to 
cherish and protect for life that liber­ 
ated jailbird, and she to love him, to 
honor and to obey. 
A couple aged respectively fourteen 
and eighteen were too young to begin 
housekeeping, so they lived iu a hotel. 
His love for her was a real passion; 
she was his angel no matter wliat she 
did, and he worked hard all day and 
every day in the week to support 
her. As for her, slie certainly re­ 
spected her husband, she was grateful 
to him, she had kept her pr mise, but 
the stained, dark hands of the gasfitter 
were always a horror to her; it was 
toward the light-fingered gentry that 
she gravitated gracefully and natur­ 
ally.Having the whole day to herself, in 
the midst of the great metropolis, the 
hereditary dormant passion was surelv 
and speedily roused to life. Thieving 
is a disease. With this poor girl it 
assumed the chronic state. Before she 
had Deen a wife two years she was ar­ 
rested for grand larceny, tried, con­ 
victed and seatenced to Sing Sing for 
three. When she came out she 
thought herself cured; the husband, 
like Douglas, ever tender and true, 
took her home again. Unfortunately 
for her she never loved him, and she 
was incapable of keeping the promise 
to be honest.

T h * N i w C h a r t * r. 
The revised charter, though not such 
a document as we should like it to be, 
is certain to become the organic law 
of our city, and unless its prolix and 
obscure language is taken advantage 
of by the legal fraternity to such an 
extent as to hinder its execution, we 
may expect that the business affairs 
of this city will be conducted undents 
provisions for some time to come. In 
one important respect we think it will 
prove an improvement on the old 
charter. Formerly our City Council 
had no power to order street improve­ 
m ents until petitioned so to do by a 
majority of the property holders on 
the street the improvement of which 
was desired. Now the necessary power 
is placed in the hands of the Council, 
and we may be permitted to hope that 
the imperfections that have existed so 
long will soon be removed. W ithin 
the past few years Los Angeles has 
sprung from an obscure and out-of- 
the-way Mexican village to a flourish­ 
ing and important city. It is the fa­ 
vorite resort of health and pleasure 
seekers all over the Union, and has 
borne away the palm for a delightful 
clim ate from the most famous points 
in Italy. W hat would do very well 
for the obscure village will not answer 
at all for the growing city brought 
daily under the criticising gaze of fas­ 
tidious strangers, familiar with the 
most highly cultivated and embel­ 
lished regions of the East and of Eu­ 
rope. We must grade and macadamize 
our streets, build side and cross walks, 
and construct sewers. Public improve­ 
m ent will stim ulate private improve­ 
m ent, and before long we shall have a 
city th at we may well be proud to ex­ 
hibit to the traveler, no m atter how 
widely they have roamed. Nature has 
done much for us. Our streets are 
lined with perennial flowers, and the 
air is laden with perfume. A genial 
sun shines on our flower-gemmed val­ 
ley from January to December, and 
healing breezes soft as a mother’s kiss 
and balmy as the air of Paradise gently 
stir the foliage of a thousand tropical 
plants through a never-ending succes­ 
sion of days that are a revalation of 
beauty. We have but to cast the seed 
into the ground, and flowers and fruits 
of the rarest kinds spring almost 
spontaneously into existence. 
But 
nature will not do everything. We 
m ust meet her half way at least, and 
the flrst work of the Council should be 
to order a general fixing up all along 
the line. W e shall wait their action 
with anxiety. 


C o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
A m e n d m e n t . 


The Code Revision Committee and 
the Judiciary Committees of the two 
houses of the Legislature have agreed 
on a number of amendments to the 
State Constitution, designed to ob­ 
viate all objections to that document 
as it now stands. Many of the changes 
recommended by the committees are 
needed, and if a convention to thor­ 
oughly revise the Constitution cannot 
be held, they ought to be adopted. 
There is not time, however, without 
an extra session of the Legislature, to 
consider all the proposed amendments, 
and it would be better to elect a body 
especially adapted to the work, and 
let them devote their time to the pro­ 
duction of an organic law that will be 
a harmonious and well-digested instru­ 
ment, instead of the patch-work affair 
th at a continual system of amendments 
will make it. No Legislature that can 
be elected is as well adapted to such a 
work as the revision of the Constitu­ 
tion, as a body especially chosen for 
that purpose. There are too many 
other questions affecting the choice of 
the members, and even if the right 
kind of men are elected the exigencies 
of legislation will affect the question 
of amendment too much. W e want 
the men who are going to manufacture 
our organic law to be as much as pos­ 
sible uninfluenced by considerations of 
local or private advantage. Their votes 
should not be hampered by the ques­ 
tion of how it will affect other matters 
of legislation. W e cannot expect this 
in a legislative body, elected to carry 
out ideas and principles that have lit­ 
tle or nothing to do with the matter in 
hand, and in which the action of every 
member will be swayed more or less 
by interests that he and his .constitu­ 
ents may have at stake. California 
has just entered upon an era of prog­ 
ress and prosperity such as she has 
never experienced, if we except the 
first crazy days of the gold excitement. 
It is of the utmost importance that a 
wise and carefully digested Constitu­ 
tion, adapted to the wants of a grow­ 
ing commonwealth shall be speedily 
provided, and as the only adequate 
means of attaining such an end a con­ 
vention should be called. . 


Our telegraphic dispatches this 
morning report that a volcanic erup­ 
tion has taken place in the summit of 
Bald Mountain, in the Western part 
of North Carolina. It is so alarming 
in its outburst that the inhabitants 
are fleeing In all directions from the 
locality. We trust it will not prove 
disastrous to life or property, but if 
this freak of Dame Nature is a perma­ 
nent one, it is a glorious thing for us. 
A “ Vesuvius" jn an accessible part of 
our county is worth thousands of dol­ 
lars to our country annually. Our 
American aristocratic sight-seers need 
no longer imperil their lives in cross­ 
ing the turbulent waters of the Atlan­ 
tic nor waste their earnings in wan­ 
dering through strange lands in search 
of volcanoes and lava streams. 


M o r e I m p r o v e m e n t * . 


At various times we have called the 
attention of capitalists and the public 
to the great advantage of building a 
railroad from thU city to Santa Mo­ 
nica or “Shoo Fly" landing, and given 
some reasons why such an investment 
would be valuable both to the country 
and to the parties immediately inter­ 
ested. The landing at “Shoo Fly” is 
represented to be an excellent one, and 
while it cannot equal the W ilmington 
harbor, when the bar of the latter 
place is removed, it is contended that 
it will be more convenient for the New 
York steamers to call there, and that 
in good weather there will be good fa­ 
cilities for the handling of freight. 
W ith two ports, Los Angeles will be 
better oft* than one, and the building 
up of a good town at the landing, 
while it will add to the general pros­ 
perity of the county, cannot help but 
benefit this city. 
We are gratified to 
learn, therefore, from authority that 
the prospect for the early construction 
of the narrow-gauge road, and the im­ 
provement of the landing is brilliant, 
and that engineers are already on the 
ground ready to begin the preliminary 
work. It is part of the plan to build 
an immense hotel at the landing, and 
fit it up in magnificent style. The 
plans 
and 
specifications, 
already 
drawn, are for a building that will cost 
when finished three hundred thousand 
dollars. 
Other extensive improve­ 
ments are also projected, it being evi­ 
dently the intention of the managers 
to leave nothing undone that will con­ 
tribute to the success of the enterprise. 
At the head of this colossal scheme are 
prominent Eastern capitalists, and it 
is confidently believed that the Pacific 
Mail Company is largely interested, 
and will use its immense influence to 
forward its success. Our W ilmington 
friends, while they have nothing to 
fear from this scheme, will not be apt 
to work any the less energetically, and 
the prospect th at our means of com­ 
munication with the sea will soon be 
all that the most sanguine friend of 
the city ever hoped for, is in the way 
of soon being fully realized. Hurra 
for everybody, we say, that has grit 
and enterprise. Give us unobstructed 
access to the sea by two lines of rail­ 
road, and we shall rejoice at the build­ 
ing of cities at both points, and the 
well-deserved success of the indomita­ 
ble men who in the face of every diffi­ 
culty and discouragement have perse­ 
vered till success is within their grasp. 


F»re« and Freight*. 
The Senate Committee on Corpora­ 
tions having decided against Free­ 
man’s bill to regulate the rates that 
shall be charged by the railroads of 
this State for the transportation of 
passengers and freights, have substi­ 
tuted another act, prepared by Senator 
Irwin of Siskiyou, which is supposed 
to embody their views on this intricate 
subject. We print this bill in another 
column. It is likely to pass the Sen­ 
ate, but will meet with so much oppo­ 
sition in the Assembly that there is 
little probability of its becoming a law 
this session. The bill is so lengthy 
and complicated that we have not been 
able to form a decided opinion of its 
merits, but it is safe, we think, to pre­ 
dict that it will not satisfy anybody. 
One provision, that which prohibits 
the transfer of tickets, we can see no 
reason for. The railroads do not stip­ 
ulate for it, and as it may often hap­ 
pen that the purchaser of a ticket may 
not be able to use it himself, there can 
be no objection to his disposing of it 
to some one that can. We suppose if 
this bill should become a law, a man 
cannot buy a ticket for his wife with­ 
out becoming liable for prosecution 
for a misdemeanor. There are no 
doubt more serious objections than 
this, as it will to a great extent prove 
a dead letter, but their dissection must 
be deferred to a more convenient 
season. 
• 


O n e of the best provisions embodied 
in the proposed amendments to the 
Constitution is that prohibiting the 
passage of any local or special lnw'un- 
til after notice of intention to apply 
therefor shall be first given by publi­ 
cation for thirty days in a newspaper 
of general circulation in the locality 
concerned. This provision should be 
further amended by prohibiting the 
passage of a local or special act at all 
when the object sought can be attained 
by a general law, and then adopted as 
speedily as possible.

After he has “towered" to a certain 
altitude, and all the links and kinks 
and hinges seem straightened, he 
gives his shoulders another twist up­ 
ward, as much as to say, “Shades of 
the mighty Schiller! if only oneoould 
touch the top of space !” Then there 
is a shake or the long, brown, curling 
locks, as a lion tosses his mane, for all 
the royal animals of oreatiofl use sim­ 
ilar signs and symbols. The mouth 
opens. It is not a growl. The ear is 
greeted with the sweetest and softest 
strains of the human voice. 
Who has 
ever read Oliver Wendell Holmes’ de­ 
scription of those velvet and flute-llke 
tones that ravish tbeBOul like heaven­ 
ly melodies of Beethoven ?

Schurz has a voice like the wind sigh­ 
ing through the sugar-cane, and his 
classical English floats in the sea of 
rhythmical measure. In manner this 
distinguished German orator would 
not attract notice for either awkward­ 
ness or grace. The personality of the 
asan is lost, because his mind is fully 
engaged in following his subtle thread 
of argument, which is fairly embroid­

Being of a very 
superstitious turn of mind, she liad 
conceived the idea that its death was 
her death, and refused to have it re­ 
moved, although th at could at that 
time easily have been accomplished.

W hen it made its appearance 
outside the mouth it curled its head 
rather under the chin, but when let 
loose immediately 
went down the 
young lady’s throat again. It fre­ 
quently comes up into her mouth, and 
the young lady says that whenever it 
does so it appears to lick the roof of 
her mouth with its horrible tongue, 
and then recedes again. 
The physicians in attendance are 
anxiously awaiting an opportunity to 
effect a removal, and are keeping con­ 
stant watch for the appearance of the 
reptile, which, so far as has been as­ 
certained, is about half an inch in di­ 
ameter, of a dark color, with a sort of 
hairy coating, but no one is capable 
of Judging its 
length.—[Nashville 
(Tenn.J Banner. 


Fire and Water-Proal Paint. 


Slack stone lime, by putting into a 
tub, covered to keep in the steam, 
when slacked pass the powder through 
a flue sieve, and to every six quarts 
add a quart of rock salt and a gallon 
of water, then boil and skim clear; to 
every five gallons of the liquid add pul­ 
verized alum one pound, pulverized 
copperas half a pound, and stir slowly; 
add powdered potash three-quarters of 
a pound, then very fine sand or hick­ 
ory ashes four pounds; then use any 
coloring m atter desired and apply with 
a brush. It looks better than any or­ 
dinary paint, and is as durable as slate; 
will stop small leaks in roofB, prevent 
moss from growing thereon, and make 
it incombustible.

B. Bourne, who is spending the 
W inter at Cornelian Bay, Lake Tahoe, 
sends to Von Schm idt each m onth a 
record o f the weather at Tahoe.

report for February has not been re­ 
ceived, but that for January contains 
some remarkable statem ents. There 
seem s to be much more clear weather 
there during this unusually stormy 
W inter than we llave in San Fran­ 
cisco. The total snow-fall during Jan­ 
uary was 94 inches, and the raiu-fall 
2$ inches, yet there were 14 clear, fine 
days, 8 variable, and 9 storm y.

E xcept when the southward winds 
dom inates, there Is during the night a 
light breeze from 
the 
northward, 
termed the land breeze, and this sel­ 
dom fails to clear the lake of any haze 
or fog, th e southeast angle excepted, 
which seem s to be a pocket into which 
w hatever fog exists is driven. 
This 
land breeze is said to prevail the year 
round. 
In the sunshine it is always 
w'arm. 
On the 4th of January, at 10 
a . m ., in a sunny exposure, sheltered 
from the high breeze, the therm om e­ 
ter indicated 90 degrees. 
The lake has 
risen nearly fourteen inches above low 
stage. 
After a snow-fall of nearly 
fourteen feet, and a rain-fall of four 
inches, the temperature of the water 
has fallen to 40 degrees, being tt de­ 
grees lower than a test made in D e­ 
cember, and probably 8 or 10 degrees 
lower than the Fall temperature.—

There was a heavy snow-storm at 
Fort Tejon Monday, in consequence of 
which the mail was two hours late 
yesterday.

We hear flattering reports from the 
break-water, and if present indications 
are to be relied on the bar will soon 
disappear without the aid of dredging.

Patrick’s 
Benevolent Society gathered at their 
hall in Stearns’ block, and forming in 
line marched through the principal 
streets of the city. The procession, 
headed by Desmond’B band and carry­ 
ing the American and Irish fiags, pre­ 
sented a handsome appearance and 
reflected credit on the society. Re­ 
turning to the hall at 3 o’clock, an 
oration appropriate to the occasion was 
delivered by T. A. Saxon. A grand 
ball in the evening terminated the 
festivities, which all thought were 
conducted in a manner so quiet and 
orderly as to merit especial commen­ 
dation. 


New Kind of Rye. 


The Real Estate Reporter says: We 
are informed that the representative 
of Los Angeles, Mr. Venable, has 
lately been making some experiments 
with white rye, a new and superior 
quality of grain, with a result that 
shows it to be eminently fitted for the 
climate of Los Angeles. It produces 
no less than forty bushels to the acre; 
yield surprising even for that part of 
the State, where, on the moist bottom 
lands, seven cuttings a season are con­ 
sidered the ordinary alfalfa crop,while 
fourteen cuttings have been known. 
It is turning out that even without 
irrigation a great deal can be done at 
Los Angeles. A farmer, some six 
miles south of the town, about five 
years ago set out twenty-five acres in 
walnut, almond, pecan nut, orange 
and lemon trees, giving but a bucket 
of water at the planting and leaving 
remaining water supplies to nature. 
The result has been very successful— 
there not being a healthier or more 
flourishing orchard in the vicinity.

An act prescribing the maximum rates 
which may be charged for the trans­ 
portation of passengers and freight 
on the railroads of this State: 
The people of the State of California, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 
Section 1. Any railroad company op­ 
erating any railroad in this State, the 
cars on which are propelled by steam, 
may charge and collect for the trans­ 
portation of passengers thereon any 
sum not in excess of the following 
rates: For each passenger: 
First—For all distaces to and includ­ 
ing thirty miles, six cents per mile. 
For all distances from thirty miles to 
and including thirty-six miles, $1 80. 
For all distances from thirty-six miles 
to and including fifty miles, five cents 
per mile. For all distances from fifty 
miles to and 
including sixty-two 
miles, $2 50. For all distances over 
sixty-two miles, four cents per mile. 
Hecond—For every mile traveled 
eastward on the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road between the town of Rocklin 
and the eastern line of the State, one 
cent in addition to the rates prescribed 
in subdivision 1 of this section. 
Third—Every nasseuger ticket sold 
by any such railroad company shall 
vest in the purchaser thereof the right 
to a passage over the road ot the com­ 
pany, or such part thereof as the ticket 
may designate, in the direction speci­ 
fied, at any time within thirty days 
from the purchase of the ticket. And 
the purchaser of any such ticket shall 
have the right to get off the cars of 
the company at any station along the 
road and to resume his journey in such 
cars at any time subsequent to the ex­ 
piration of thirty days from the pur­ 
chase of the ticket; but no passenger 
shall have the right to demand his 
baggage at any other station than the 
one to which he shall have procured it 
to be checked before entering the cars. 
Fourth—Every passenger in the cars 
of any such railroad company shall 
have the right to have transported, 
without extra charge, one 100 pounds 
of baggage. 
Fifth—It shall be unlawful for the 
purchaser of any passenger ticket on 
any such railroad to give, sell, assign 
or transfer the same to any otner per­ 
son; and any person so giving, selling, 
assigning or transferring any such 
ticket shall be deemed guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor; and it shall be unlawful 
for any person to purchase or receive 
any passenger ticket on any such rail­ 
road except from such railroad com­ 
pany or its authorized agent; aud any 
person so purchasing or receiving any 
any such ticket from any person other 
than such railroad company or its au­ 
thorized agent, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 
Sec. 2. Any such railroad company 
may charge and collect for the trans­ 
portation of freight over its road any 
sums not in excess of the following 
rates: 
First—For each ton of “first-class 
freight,” for one mile, $1 10. Foreach 
mile from one mile to and including 
five miles, ten cents iu addition to the 
amount chargeable tor one mile. For 
each mile from five miles to and in­ 
cluding twenty-nine miles, six cents 
in addition to the amount chargeable 
for five miles. For thirty miles $3. 
For each mile from thirty miles to and 
including forty-nine miles, three cents 
in addition to the amount chargeable 
for thirty miles. For fifty miles, $3 60. 
For each mile from fifty miles to and 
including two hundred and thirty-nine 
miles, two cents in addition to the 
amount chargeable for fifty miles. For 
all distances from 240 miles to 260 
miles, both inclusive, three and one- 
half cents per mile. For all distances 
from 260 miles to and including 275 
miles, four cents per mile. For all dis­ 
tances over 275 miles, four and one- 
half cents per mile. 
Second—For each ton of “second- 
class freight,” by the carload, any 
sum, not exceeding 80 per cent of the 
rate 
chargeable 
for 
“ first-class 
freight.” 
Third—For each ton of “third-class 
freight,” by the carload, any sum not 
exceeding 80 per cent of the rate 
chargeable for “first-class freight.” 
Fourth—For each ton of “fourth- 
class freight,” by the carload, any 
sums not exceeding 60 per cent of the 
rate 
chargeable 
for 
“ first-class 
freight.” 
Fifth—For each ton of “fifth-class 
freight.” by the carload, any sum not 
exceeding 55 per cent of the rate 
chargeable for “first-class freight.” 
Sixth—For each ton of grain, by the 
car-load, the following rates: For one 
mile, $1 10. For each mile from one 
mile to and including five miles, ten 
cents in addition to the amount charge­ 
able per one mile. 
For each mile 
from five miles to and including 29 
miles, two cents and eight mills in 
addition to the amount chargeable for 
five miles. For 30 miles, $2 20. For 
each mile from 30 miles to and includ­ 
ing 150 miles, one cent in addition to 
the amount chargeable for 30 miles. 
For 151 miles, §3 40. For all distances 
from 151 miles to and including 250 
miles, 2i cents per mile. For all dis­ 
tances from 250 miles to and Including 
281 miles, $5 62]. For all distances 
over 281 miles, two cents per mile. 
Seventh—For each ton of lumber, 
shingles, shakes, staves or stave-bolts, 
by the carload, any sum not exceed­ 
ing 33 per cent of the rate chargeable 
for grain by the carload. 
Eighth—For each ton of wood, by 
the carload, any sum not exceeding 
76 per cent of the rate chargeable for 
grain by the carload. 
N inth—For each ton, by the car­ 
load, of any article of less than four 
cents a pound, not provided with a 
specfic rate by this act, any sum not 
exceeding the rate chargable for grain 
by the carload twenty per cent. 
Tenth—For each lot or parcel of any 
article lees than a carload, twenty-five 
per cent advance on the carload rate 
for such article. 
Eleventh—For any freight not speci­ 
fied in this act, the rate chargeable for 
other freight of a similar character. 
Twelfth—For all freight carried east­ 
ward on the Central Pacific Railroad 
between the town of Rocklin and the 
eastern line of this State, double the 
rate prescribed in this act for such 
freight, for each mile over such part 
of said road. 
Sec. 3. The classification of freight 
in thin section contained is made a 
part of this act, and it shall be unlaw­ 
ful for any railroad company to adopt 
any other classification by which any 
article would be required to pay a 
higher rate of freight than the one re­ 
sulting from the classification given 
it in this act. 
[Here follows a long classified list of 
articles, marked in the manner indi­ 
cated below. This is the classification 
in use on the Central Pacific.] 
• On the articles embraced in the 
above classification there may tie 
charged and collected freight as fol­ 
lows: 
First—On all articles which have 
the figure 1 placed opposite them, the 
rate prescribed for “first-class freight.” 
Second—On all articles which have 
the figure 1] placed opposite them, 
once and a hair times the rates pre­ 
scribed for “ first-class freight.” 


Third—On all articles which have 
the letter D and figure 1 placed opjio- 
site them, thus: I>— 1, double the rates 
prescribed for “first-class freight.” 
Fourth—On all articles which have 
the figures 3 and 1 placed opposite 
them, thus, 3—1, three times the rates 
prescribed for “first-class freight.” 
Fifth—On all articles which have 
the figure 2 placed opposite them, the

Sixth—On all articles which have

Eighth—On all articles which have 
the figure 5 placed opposite them, 
the rates prescribed for “fifth-class 
freight.” 
Scc. 4. All freight shipped at car­ 
load rates must be loaded and unloaded 
by the owner, or at his* expense. 
Sec. 5. The rates ior smaller quanti­ 
ties of freight than a ton shall be the 
same as the rates per ton, except where 
the rates per ton are for full carloads; 
but no railroad company shall be re­ 
quired to receive less than 25 cents for 
the transportation of any lot of freight. 
Sec. 6. For the purposes of this act, 
the Central Pacific Railroad, the West­ 
ern Pacific Railroad, the California 
and Oregon Railroad, the San Joaquin 
Valley Railroad, that portion of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad connecting 
with the San Joaquin Valley Railroad, 
and the ferry boats of the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company running from 
the wharf on the Oakland side of San 
Francisco Bay to San Francisco, shall 
be held to be one continuous line of 
road. 
Sec. 7. The phrase “railroad com­ 
pany,” as used in this act, embraces 
every corporation, firm or individual 
engaged in operating any railroad in 
this State, the cars of which are pro­ 
pelled by steam. 
Sec. 8. 
Every railroad company 
operating any railroad in this State, 
the cars on whicli are propelled by 
steam, that shall charge or receive a 
greater rate of fare or freight, or a sum 
for fare or freight greater than that al­ 
lowed by this act, shall be liable to the 
person against whom such charge was 
made, or his assignee, in the sura of 
$300. The place of trial of any action 
brought to receive said amount shall 
be in any county in the State through 
or into which the road of the company 
making the charge runs, that the 
plaintiff may elect. 
Sec. 9. Every officer, agent or em­ 
ploye of any railroad company who 
shall wilfully violate any provisions 
of this act, shall be guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
Sec. 10. All acts and parts of acts 
in conflict with this act are hereby re­ 
pealed so far as they conflict. 
Sec. 11. This act shall be in force 
from and after 
. 


How the Eucalyptus Should be Planted. 


In answer to many inquiries from 
all sides concerning the eucalyptus, 
in which so much interest is shown at 
present, Dr. William H. Gibbons, of 
Alameda, lias kindly furnished the 
Rural Press with the following hints 
concerning its growth : 
The habits of the trees, like the 
habits of animals, differ. The full 
development of any organized struc­ 
ture depends on its being placed under 
conditions which best coincide with 
its natural habits. Our common oak 
(Quehcus jEgylops,) 
scarcely ever 
attains a hight exceeding fifty feet. 
It has no central axis, its numerous 
branches are regularly uniform in 
size, and singularly erratic in regard 
to direction. You cannot train one of 
these trees when a sapling, and make 
it assume the form of a chesnut, a 
poplar, or an eucalyptus. 
Nor can 
you trim an eucalyptus and make it 
assume the form of an oak. The roots 
of different trees also vary in direc­ 
tion, in depth and in bifurcation ac­ 
cording to the soil in which they 
grow. 
By 
nature, 
the 
relation 
between the form and mass of a tree 
and of its roots, as a general rule, is 
uniform. Should there be deficiency 
or poverty of soil, neather root nor 
top is developed. Should the trunk 
be deprived of its small branches and 
leaves, there follows a deficiency in 
the new wood of the tree, which is apt 
to be brittle and succulent. Again, a 
young tree has more rapid growth of 
root, than of top. But the root derives 
its pabulum from the leaves which 
prepare, or assimilate the sap. W hat­ 
ever deprives the young tree of its 
natural proportions’ of leaves, inter­ 
feres not only with the growth of the 
tree itself, but with the extension of 
the* root. Whatever 
impairs the 
growth of the root, impairs the general 
health and vitality of the tree. 
The eucalyptus, in its natural locali­ 
ties, attains a hight of from 300 to 400 
feet, with a diameter of 40 feet. Its 
first two years’ growth from the seed 
is largely occupied in making root. 
Cut off its side brances; and you cut oft' 
the organs which supply the roots with 
food. Dwarf the root, and you produce 
a tree, ill-shaped, ungraceful, which 
having no firm support in the ground 
is liable to be blown overby any high 
wind. 
There is too much carelessness on 
the part of some, too much ignorance 
on the part of others, in transplanting 
and cultivating trees ; our gardeners 
ball up the roots of our eucalyptus 
like^a mass of worms, and sell them 
thus, ready for planting. 
Many 
purchasers dig a small, shallow hole 
and set the trees in just as they bring 
them from the nurseries and cover 
them up. They grow, but having no 
extension of root, and no more depth 
of soil than the gardener has depth of 
brain, they grow until a heavy wind 
comes round and blows them over. 
They are re-set, their tops are cut oft' 
and they grow again, looking as much 
like an eucalyptus as a jackass does 
like a philosopher. The hole for a 
tree should always be from eighteen 
incheB to two feet square and of like 
depth; it should be filled to within 
eight inches of the top with good 
vegetable mold or compost. The root 
should be trimmed so as to leave no 
accumulation of twisted roots, and the 
tree then planted so a9 to be about one 
inch below its earth line. So planted, 
it cannot fail to grow, and with ordi­ 
nary care it will never blew over.

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The Paddock elms of Boston, that 
for a hundred years have braved the 
battle of the elements, must submit 
their groaning trunks to the unsenti­ 
mental chopper. As might have been 
expected, Oliver 
Wendell Holmes 
raised his voice in protest against the 
materialistic spirit which would make 
onrd-wood out of the historic taees. 
Holmes thought it wasn’t fair to bring 
up the question of the removal at this 
season. Wait until June next, he 
pleaded, when the elms have put forth 
their foliage and when the sun is 
strong; then adjourn the meeting of 
the committee to the cool umbrage of 
the trees, and if it be then decided that 
they must fall he himself would 
sharpen the axe to cut them away for­ 
ever.—[Chicago Times.

Under th e second head is contuined a H is­ 
toric Glance at Codification, including Ro­ 
m an, French, Spaulsh, Cunadlun and A m eri­ 
can. T hus far the wUrk presents a clear, terse 
view of the subject, and brings the render to 
the third head, Practical Codification, with 
liis m ind better prepured to appreciate what 
follows. 
Under the third head, Practical Codifica­ 
tion, are the sub-heads: A xiom atic Proposi­ 
tions; 
Preparation of the A ct authorising 
Codification; Requisite qualification of Com­ 
missioners; Compensation; Tim e for the Per­ 
formance of the W ork; and Rules for Codifi­ 
cation and A m endm ent. These rules, seven­ 
teen iu num ber, are elaborated und Illustrated 
by seotlons drawn from the Code. 
The work has an eight page Appendix, In 
the form of a letter to H. H. Hulght and 
others, touching the author’s connection with 
the Code Commission und the causes of his 
resignation; touching also th e future treat­ 
m ent of tne Codes, The Inst is an im portant 
m atter, and should engage the attention of 
every law yer in the Htate. The uuthoi Is evi­ 
dently m uster of his subject, and has given to 
It an unsparing, anulytlcai. dem onstrative 
treatm ent. The work lias come In a most op­ 
portune m om ent, containing, us it does, m ost 
Im portant recom m endatlous as to the mode 
of am ending the Codes.
